But the Declaration is quite of another Tem- 

er: We bumbly thank Almighty God, 1t 15s, and 

ath of a lonzTime been, Our fa Senſe and Opt= 
nion, mbich upon divers Occaſions We bave declared, 
That Conſcience ought not to be conſtrain'd, nor 
People forc'd in Matters of meer Religion. 

But this will not be admitted by the Arch-

The Buſineſs is confider'd, and his'E:- 
clefiaſtical Polity is found to be Deficient. 
Nay, he goes farther, and arraigns all K:ngs 
and Princes tor their Folly, under the Title . 
of Governors: For, fays he, in the following 
Pag. 19. This certainly has ever been one of the Fa= 
tal Miſcarriages of all Governors, tn that they 
have not been aware of this Fierce and ImplacableF= 
nemy, (meaning the Phanaticks, who care no 
more for Whips and Scourges, than the Devil 
does for Holy=Water) but bave gone about to govern 
unruly Conſciences by more eaſie and remiſs Laws, 
than thoſe that are only able to ſuppreſs ſcandalous 
and confeſs d Villanies; and have thought them ſuf= 
ficrently Reſtrain'd, by threatning Puniſhments,n:th= 
out inflifing them, And indeed, in mol Kingdoms, 
ſo little have Princes underſtood their own Tutereſes 
in Matters of Religion, &:. Hearken, O'ye 
Princes of Europe, and go to- School again to 
the Author of the Diſcourſes of Eccleſiaſtical 
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But, here is another bold Touch : Prohi- 
bition 4:/obliges Diſlenters, and that is one Evil ; 
Impunity allows them Toleration, but that is a 
Greater ; ynd where Governors permit what their 
Laws permit, (This is not the preſent Caſe) there 
the Commonwealth muſt at once feel all the Evils 
both of Reſtraint and Liberty. So that, as the 
would expeit Peace and Settlement, 7bey maſt b 
ſure, at firſt, to bind on their Eccleſiaſtical Laws 
with the ſtreighteſt Knot ; and aftcrmards keep them 
in Force and Countenance, by the Severity of the Law. 
Their Reſtraint muſt be propertton'd to their Unra.

They that at fir(t only requeſt Indulgence, m/l, when 
ſtrong enough, demend it, In ſhort, Give the Non- 
conformiſts an Inch, and they ll take an ElI. 

But, (in the ſame Preface) ſhould it ever ſo bap- 
pen hereafter,- that any King of England ſbould be 
prevaiFd mith to deliver up the Church, (That is 
to ſay, to diſpence with the Penal Laws and 
TEST; for the TEST, notwithſtanding the 
Reaſons again{t it, muſt be includcd in this. 
long Parentheſis, becauſe the Church fram'd it) 
be bad as g00d,at the ſameTime, refton up bis CLrOWn. 
And thus you ſee the Danver of the Preſent 

I” Govern= 
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Government, through the Noz-conformity to 
the Arch-Deacor's Eccleſiaſtical Polity. 

There is another Reaſon, why His Maje- 
ſty was gracioully pleas'd to Th:nt, Force in Mat- 
ters of mekr Religion directly contrary to the 
Intereſt of Government ; and taart 1s, Spoyling 
of TRADE. 

Trade! cries the Arch-Deacon: Trade ! No. 
Let Graſs grow about the Cuſ/om-H4r. rather 
than abate one Tittle of my Eccleſia{'1r2! Pom 
lity: For, (in his Preface to his Ercleſis/'. 7ol. 
Pag. 49.) Tis nwtoriovs, (ſays he) that there 1s not 
any ſort of People [0 inclinable to Seditious Pra- 
Ctices, as the Trading Part of « Nation ; and 
their Pride and Arrogance naturally increaſes 
with the Improvement of their Stock. And if me 
refleft upon our late Miſerable DiſtraQtions, 't1s 
eafic to obſerve, bow the Quarrel was batcht in Trade, 
Men's Shops, and cheriſht by the Zeal of Prenti- 
ces: (By the way, this is plauſible Nonſenſe 
all over.) But he goes on, Pag. 59. Trs a ve 
ry odd, and prepoſterous Piece of Policy, to arfiun 
the enriching this ſort of People, while therr Heads 
are diſtemper'd with Religious Lunacies. And, 
Pag. 51. He 1s a very filly Man, and underſtands 


nothin 
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nothing of the Follies, Paſſions, and Inclinations 
of Human Nature, who ſees not there 15 no Crea= 
ture ſo ungovernable, as a Wealthy Phanatick. 
And therefore, (Pag. 48.) I confeſs, I cannot but 
(mile, mhen I obſerve how ſome, that would be thought 
wonderful erave and ſolemn Stateſman, /abour with 
mighty Projects of ſetting up this and that Manufa= 
cture, n their ſeveral reſpefive Towns and Cor= 
poraticns; and how eagerly they purſue theſe Pet= 
ty Attempts, beyond the Great Attairs of a more 
Puvl:ck Concernment, (Meaning the dreadful 
and terrible Execution of the Penal Lans;) and 
how wiſely they neglett the Settlement of a whole 

Nation, for the Benefit of a Village or Burrough? 
Very pleaſant Ezclefraltical Polity! No Man muſt 
cat or drink, or maintain his Family : The 
grand Relation of Human Neceſlities, depen=- 
ding one upon another, muſt {tand {till, to 
oblige the Arch = Dpacon's Ecclefraſtical Policy. 
Here's a 9u:etvs eſt for above the Third Part 
of the Nation. None but thoſe that can {wal- 
low a Surplice, and adore the Parochial Leotte, 
muſt weave Camlets at Normich, make Bays 
at Colcheſter, Spurrs at Rippon, Nayls at Brom= 
migebam,or Saddles at Burford. For why ? There

He had made upon the Condutt of the Four laſt Retgns. 

Now,here'sthe utter Subverſion of the Arch- 
Deacor's Eccleſraſtical Policy; All meer Labour in 
vain; Abundance of Ranting Raving,Reviling 
Expreſſions; infomuch, that the Arch-Angel was 
more civil to the Derz/, than the Arch-Deacon

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to the Diſſenters; and yet all tono purpoſe. He 
has been at a greatdeal of pains 1n ſetting up 
Pillories and Whipping-Poſts inall Parts and Cor: 
ners of the Kingdom; and now he may e'ne - 
go, and pull 'emdown again. What are now 
become of all his Politick Let but's? In his Pre= 
face to Biſhop Bramhall's Vindication ; Let but 
the Government think it ſeaſonable at any time to 
Reprizve them (meaning the Diſfenters) from the 
Severity of the Laws, and they immediately ſtart up 
mnto that Confidence, as to imagine themſelves the only 
Darlings of State.

Te: For moſt certainly, there has been much 
more faid already, and much more to the 
purpoſe, than he has produced. 
| On the other fide, he has molt Dog=-- 
Fwy * matically avouch'd, That if ever the Boi 
Bramball's ſerous and unreaſonable Oppoſition (as he 
mw calls it) of the Nonconformiſts to the 
Church of England, be Re-erefed it muſt be upon its 
Ruins: And that if ever the Roman Catholicks 
get any Ground, or Advantage of the Church of Eng=- 
land, they will be bound to make therr Acknowledg= 
ments to the Puritans, and the Strength of thetr Afſi= 
ſtance, Whence he draws his Concluſion, That

553. you find it 
thus written; So that, ſeerng an Eccleſraſtical Juriſ= 
difton (of Pillories and Whipping-Poſts, Thorns

fuſtons, ariſing from unreſtrain'd Liberty, 1t 15 bet=

If then the Church of Enz/and be Eſtabliſh'd 
upon ſucha firm Foundation, thatnothing can

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Eccleſiaſtical Policy, and fo great a Friend to the 
Church of Eng/and, would open ſuch a Gap 
as to plead for the Abrozation of the Teſt, whic 
the -Church-Men of Enz/and fram'd and ſet- 
up, as the only By/nark to prevent her Diſſo= 
lution. So that, to uſe his own Words, 'T:s 
very hardly Credible, That a Perſon,who has lately ape 
pear'd fo Vigorouſly in her Cauſe, ſhould, notwithſtan= 
ding all. his ſeeming Leal and Earneſineſs, be really in 
good Earneſt, in bis Pretences, againſt the Teſt. For, 
what ſignifies the Abrogating the Teſz, if there 
be no way to ſhake the otherwiſe immovable 
Church of England, but by making two Bridges 
of Diſſenters, one between Callice and Dover, the 
other between D:epe and Rye, for Popery to re- 
turn into England: For, whenhe comes to thar 
part of his Preface to Biſhop Bramball's Vindi= 
cation, where he conſiders what likelyhood, or 
how much danger there is-of the R 
Popery into this Nation: For my own part, ſays he, 
\ T know none, but the Nonconformilt's boiſterons and 
unreaſonnble Oppoſition to the Church of England. 
If .he think, that the Abrogation of the Teſt 
may be a means.to unite the Pap//,and the D1ſ- 
ſeater, which. he ſeems to.intimate, by ſaying ;

As for the Pap:ſts, he deals with them after 
fuch a rate, that no Man living knows where 
to have him. In his Preface to Biſhop Bramball's 

, Vindication, he ſeems neither to Love nor Fear 
'em: Forthat,as long as the Church of England 
ſtands in Power and Reputation, it will eaſily beat back 
and baffle all the Attempts of Rome,and its Adberents ; 

\ Their Plauſible Reaſons being evidently no more, than 

| little Tricks and Sopbiſms, and ſeem intended by them= 
ſelves, rather to abuſe the Simple, than ſattsfie the Wiſe. 
Their Innovations are ſo undemable, and the Defign of 
the Church of England's Reformation, ſo apparently 

|Apoſtolical, that thoſe People muſt needs argue at a 
—_ wild rate, that will be demonſtrating agarnlſt 

Experience, and Ocular Inſpection. So then; the Re- 

formation made by the Church of Enz/and, in

ing hiſs'd out of the Pit, but that they are extreamly Confident, and 
woſi Readers ſufficiently ignorant : So that th- Church of England: 
may ſafely defie all their Oppoſition. She does not ſtand upon ſurh 
Trembling Foundations, as to be thruſt down with Bull-ruſ Spears, 
and Oral Traditions, with Labyrinths, and Caſtles in the Air. 
But then his Heart milgives him again, and: he begins to fear 
the Return of Popery into the Nation, ſhould the Nonconformits. 
joyn with the Papiſts : And therefore, at the End of his Preface, 
he begs the Hearty Prayers of his Friend, for the Peace and Pro-. ' 
ſperity of the Church of England ; for when That is gone, (fare- 
wel Froſt) *twill be bard to find out Another, with which any, 
that are either Honeſt or Wiſe, will be over forward to joyn in Coms-\ 
munion.

Notwithſtanding all this, upon better Confideration,as ic were 
in Compaſſion of the deſpis'd Weaknels of the Church of Kome, | 
and her Adherents, he undertakes to furniſh Them wich betrer- * 
Arguments of his own, than any they have Themſelves, to vin- * 
dicate Tranſubſtantiation, and clear them from 1dolairy : For. 
which he ſtrains an Argument deduc'd from the Cherubims, that 
cover'd che Ark, And yer, in his Defence of his Ecclifiaſtical Po- 
lity, Pag. 255, 286. he condemns both Tark and Pope together 
1n a Breath : the One for giving Divine Worſhip to a lewd Im- 
poſtor ; the Other, to a Senſeleſs Fiece of Matter. And thus, 
what, by Vertue of Apparent, Apoſtolical Keformation, he call'd 
(Before) a Senſeleſs Frece of Matter, he has {Now) cover'd 
with the Cherubim's Golden Wings, and render'd Adorable by
